Mng land 
we 
sp en t 
a 
lot o f time at 
rest 
cam ps g ettin g 
cleaned up and tak in g care o f the 
men In g eneral. 
We were in m any larg e to w ns and 
saw many po ints o f1 interest.

peo ple were in m any respects like 
o urs, o nly not as well educated or as 
pro g ressive. 
I visited several larg e 
furniture and undertaking e sta b lish ­ 
ments and fo und many th in g s they 
ate awny behind us on.
